in an action against the Tai 
Shing Book, Company, 79, Holly- 
wood Nord, for alleged sale or ex- 
rosition fur sale of certain books 
on which false trade descriptions 
had been amplied, contrary to the 
Merchandise Marks Ordinance, 
section 8 of Ordinance 4 of 1890. 
The case was heard by Mr. W. 
Schofield. 

Appearing for the complain- 
ants, Mr. F. H. Kwok said that 
the case was an action by 
Macmillan and Company agains! 
the Tai Shing Book Company for 
selling certain infringements of 
certain copyright books, which 
constituted arithmetic, geometry, 
algebra, and English. The books 
were used by local schools, and 
were also used for the Junior and 
Senior Local Examinations of 
the Hong Kong University. 

He yould like to let other hook- 
sellers know of the prosecu- 
tion in view of the fact that they 
were also vending pirated copies. 
Mr. Kwok added that he under- 
stood from the publishers that 
the books sold here were good 
vhotographic copies of the 
senuine books, 

For the defendant firm, Mr. 
J. M. d'Almada Remedios tender- 
ed a plea of guilty to a technical 
offence. He said that the firm 
was twice convicted for a similar 
offence — once about five years 
ago, and again about two years 
ago. A former manager, Choi 
Ping-yat, was asked to resign 
about a year anda half ago. 
When his client took over the 
managership of the firm, he was 
not aware of the presence of ‘the 
books, 

Mr. Remedios stated that he 
would not question the fact that 
the books had been sold, but sub- 
mitted that his client was inno- 
cent, 

The. Magistrate registered a 
conviction, ordered the return of 
the confiscated books to the com- 
plainants, and ordered costs of 
$50 to be paid by the defendant

BIG OIL DISPUTE 
_JUDGMENT. 


Reference to “Millions 
Damages.” 


Mr. Justice Roche, in the King's 
Bench Division, recently, gave 
judgment for plaintiffs in an action 
the damages of which, if assessed, 
Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., said, 
would “run into — millions of 
pounds.” : 

The General Asphalt Company 
and the Barber Asphalt Company, 
American ‘corporations, sued the 
Anglo-Saxon Petroleum’ Company, 
Ltd., of Leadenhall Street, London, 
for damages for breach of contract. ; 


They alleged that the defendants 
had failed to use their powers and 
influence to secure for the plain- 
tiffs from the Colon Development 


fendants three million pounds and

The defendants replied that they 
were to use their influence'as far 
as legitimately possible, and they 
could not out-vote minorities in 
subsidiary companies. They had 
earried out the obligations of the 
agreement of 1928) under which 
they were sued. 

Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., Sir 
Boyd Merriman, K.C., Mr. Lionel 
Cohen, K.C,'and Mr. W. Van Breda 
appeared ‘for the plaintiffs and Sir 
John Simon, K.C., Mr. Wilfred 
Greene, K.C, and Mr. A. Andrewes 
Uthwatt for the Anglo-Saxon Com- 
pany. 

After a conference with Sir John 
Simon, Sir Patrick Hastings an- 
nounced that they had agreed to 
limit the scope of the inquiry, Slr 
John Simon thought it would turn 
on Clause 3 of the contract, which 
provided that the defendants 
should use such rights and in- 
fluence as they possessed to secure 
that the old Colon Company pro- 
vided the royalty, Sir John would 
say that the clause did not impose 
on the Anglo-Saxon Company any 
obligation to give a consideration 
to the Colon Company. 

Meaning of “Influence.” 


Mr. Justice Roche: The word 
“influence” depends on its content. 
Its quantity may not be so im- 
portant as its quality; it depends 
on what is commercial influence. 

Sir John Simon: I admit that if | 
we offered consideration to. the 


Colon Company we could get them 


to make the necessary contract. 

Sir Patrick added that his case 

was now closed. He understood 
that if the Court said the defen- 
dants were bound to carry out their 
contract and, procure ue oil they 
could da it. 

Mr. Justice Roche said ‘there was 
the alternative possibility that the 
matter could be disposed of by pay- 
ment of damages. 


Mr. Wilfrid Greene, opening the: 


defendant's case, pointed out that. 
the issue was whether the defen- | 
dants were under an obligation to! 
secure the royalty to the plaintiffs ; 
by paying for it whatever might | 
be a proper consideration to the 
Colon Company. It was not sug- 
gested they could get it without 
paying. -If they attempted to use, 
majority voting or the power of 
directors to divert something from 
the old Colon to the pockets of the 
plaintiffs without seeing that the |

RETIREMENT OF MR. 
G. F. SHEE. | 


21 Years’ Service for the 
Lifeboat. 


’ Mr. George F. Shee, secretary 
of the Royal National Life-boat 
Institution, will retire at the end 
of September, when he will have 
completed 21 years of service. ! 
He has already passed the retir- 
ing age, and, though invited by 
the committee of management to 
continue,. has for reasons of 
health felt obliged to decline. 

Mr. Shee was appointed secre- 
tary to the institution, in Octo- 
ber, 1910, being at that time 
secretary ‘of the National Service 
League, of which he had been 
secretary and organiser ‘since its 
foundation in 1902. He came to 
the Life-boat Institution at a 
very difficult time The  Life- 
boat Saturday Fund, which for 
nearly 20 years had collected 
funds for the institution, was 
dissolved at the end of 1910, and 
the first duty of the new secre- 
tary was gradually to absorb into 
the institution the branches and 
voluntary workers of the fund, 
and with their help and the help 
of the existing branches of the 
institution itself, to raise the 
whole of the funds needed’ to 
maintain the service. 

The 21 years of Mr. Shee’s 
gecretaryship have seen greater 
developments than any previous 
period of the  institution’s his- 
‘tory. During that time half the 
institution’s fleet has been con- 
verted to motor power. In 1910 
there were nine motor lifeboats 
on the coast. There are now 95 
in a flect of 191 lifeboats, and the 
motor lifeboats of to-day are as 
great an advance on the motor 
lifeboats of 21 years ago as these 
boats were on pulling and sailing 
lifeboats. 

The increasing use of motor 
power has of necessity greatly in- 
creased the cost, of the service, 

and the growth of the financial 
side of the institution's work has 
kept pace with the development 
of the fleet. During the 21 years 


of Mr. Shee’s secretary- 
ship the number of the 
institution’s branches has in- 


creased from under 400 to over 
1,100, and its income, which was 
under £100,000 in 1910, has been 
, more than trebled. 
\. Having been rejected for mili- 
i itd service on medical grounds, 
{ Shee remained in charge of 
| the lifeboat service during the 
War. 
| staff and crews, the service car- 
| ried on with conspicuous success, 
1 and over 5,300 lives were rescued, 
Mr. Shee also served during the 
War as honorary secretary of the 
Central Committee for National 
Patriotic Associations and of the 
Royal Horticultural Society War 
Relief Fund.

BUS FATALITIES. 


THEIR FREQUENCY IN 

QUEEN'S ROAD. \ 
OFFICIAL FIGURES. 

Mr. W. Schofield, sitting with a 
Central Magistracy yesterday, into 
the death of an unknown Chinese, 
who wad kHled by a Hong Kony 
Hotel ’bus in Queen's Road Central, 
nt the junction of Peel Street on 
May 14, ‘ 
Dr. A. V. Greaves said that the 


cause of death was shock and 
haemorrhage. ; : 
, Trafie-Inspector c. Alexander 


gave ‘figures of fatal pave in 
Queen's Rond during the past two 


years. “In.1929 there were three 
fatal aceidents, of which one 
involved ao motor ‘bus, while in 


1930. there had been eight fatalities, 
including five in which motor buses 
were concerned, 

The Coroner explained to the jury 
that two things had to be consider- 
ed: (1) whether the bus driver 
tovk all powsible precautions to avoid 
the accjdent; and (2), having re- 
gard to the circumstances ta be set 
fout by the enquiry, should any re- 
commendation be made regarding 
traffic in Queen’s Road Central. 

The jury were of the opinion that 
death had been due to misadventure, 
with no blame attaching to the 
driver of the bus. They further 
recommended, for conaideration, 
that the speed limit of 20 miles hn 
hour for all omnibuses and com- 
mercial vehicles should be reduced 
to fifteen miles per hour in Queen’s 
Road on account of the heavy 
pedestrian traffic. 

Juror Fined. 

When the names of the six jurors 
were called Mr. J. K. Bousfield, of 
the Asiatic Petroleum Company, 
was absent. ‘He attended half an 
houf after the enquiry had begun.

Remedy ” Accelerates 
Boy’s Death. 


“EXTRAORDINARY” CASE: 


| A case described as “extraordin- 
ary” engaged the attention of the 
coroner at a Stepney {nguest on 
James William: Law, aged seven- 
teen, a tailor’s apprentice, of Robe- 
son Street, Bow. 

It was stated that Law had been 
taking pastilles. for catarrh, . He 
was being attended by a doctor fur 
a cold, and on Thuraday evening he | 
collapsed and died. His doctor 
stated that he had no idea that the 
boy was taking the pastilles. 

Dr. Temple Grey, pathologist, of 
Harley Street, who made a post- 
mortem examination, said that Law 
was’ suffering from a fatal condi- 
tien of tuberculosis of the kidney. 

‘ No Simtlar Case, 

The pastilles he ‘had been tak-. 
ing were harmleas for a normal 
individual, and they contained 
creosote and camphor, which were 
insoluble in the stomach. The 
boy had eaten fruit, and the 
glucose in this had dissolved some 
of the camphor and creosote and 
taken ft, into the blood. This 
could not be secreted owing to the 
condition of the kidneys, and caus- 
ed an acute attack of poisoning, 
from which he died. | The cause 
of death was tuberculosis of' the 
kidney, accelerated by self-medica- 
fon.

perity. They are beginning to show 
teal vitality. There are signs of a 
realisation that the old-fashioned 
type of piece is no longer a draw.

If a piece dces not draw at onee of ' 
it comes. Mr. Edgar Wallace has 
had five dramatic failures alone in 
the last few months but he has made' 
plenty of money on his successes. | 
The moment there is a flop in the 
box ollice receipts, he puts up the! 
notices. Mr. Cochran does the! 
same. His Cochran Revue 1931 ix,! 
dead, alter about three weeks of it. 
Yet. there have been enormous suc- 
ceases, Mr. Quwald Stoll ¢losed the 
Coliseum so far as music hall enter- 
tainment was concerned and re- 
opened it for what is really glorified 
musical comedy, the particular pro- 
duction being “White Horse [nn” 
adapled from the German. It cost 
£40,000 to remodel the theatre and 
produce the piece, as it was given in 
Germany, and such was ita success 
that the libraries at once took 
£60,000 worth of seals for the next 
three months. The play itself docs 
nut count, but there are remarkable 
scenes of stage illusion, which give 
a magnificent . epitome of  Tyro- 
tean lite. After the curtain fell the 
nudience cheered everybody con- 
cerned for fifteen minutes. Those 
who come to London therefore can- 
not afford to miss this particular 
spectaculur productlon—that is if 
they ean get in. 

New dramatists are coming to the 
front, Writing under the name of 
C. L. Anthony a girl who is a buyer 
of toys in Messrs, Heals’ establish- 
ment in Totténham Court has pro- 
duced “Autumn Crocus” which is a 
sentimental comedy with a Tyrolean 
setting—in fact at leust three if not 
four plays nowadays have to do with 
the Tyrol, Again it is a great suc- 
vezs, but the dramatist is for the 
moment sticking to her job. Nota 
week passes without four to five new 
plays; if they draw at once they 


continue, If not, they are with- 
drawn without remorse. Miss 
Maric Tempest hus produced a 


comedy entitled “Five Farthings” 
by A. R. Rawlinson, with a Riviera 
setting, in which she takes the part 


of a middle aged adventuress 
who' has to keep a hold 
on . a romantic son who 
has just returned from Africa. 


Miss Tempest is a great artist but 
I very much: question whether she 
ever gets a play with paying quali- 
ties. Miss Agatha Christie, the 
novelist, ig now apparently devoting 
her attention to the theatre. Her 
“Black Coffee” is a detective story 
of the normal type, but not out- 
standing, and I am just a little in- 
clined to believe that the public are 
tired of detective stories. I even 
think they have ‘had enough of 
Shaw. St. Joan has just been re- 
vived with Miss Sybil Thorndike in 
the chief part, but though she is a

On the other 
hand, some of the old standing 
pieces seem to continue to draw—~— 
among them are the Barretts of 
Wimpole Street, wiHich [ think is the 
best drama of its kind now in Lon- 
don, and Tantivy Towers, which has 
migrated from Hammersmith to the. 
West End. The Ilbretto is of 
course written by Herbert and all in 
verse, there being no spoken dia- 
logue; it is ua genial satire upon 
hunting and upon Chelsea 
Bohemianism. The fuct that it has 
had no imitatons-up to the present 
ig an indication that there are not 
many people that can write this sort 
of play and least of all compose the 
music, AS a matter of fact, there 
is the usual violent controversy with 
respect to British vs. American 
music, Allegations of “song plug- 
ging” fill the air. ‘The B.BAC. is ac- 
cused of lending itself to the song 
plugging of American products, yet 
when you come to analyse. the 
charges, you find that the com- 
plaints are, based upon the fact that 
the less important British com- 
posers are resentful that the B-B.C. 
does not plug their compositions in- 
stead of the American. They ob- 
ject apparently not to song plugging 
peruse, but to the song plugging of 
the competitive article. Meantime 
the public gladly takes what it can

It is a long stride from: shorthand 
clerk ‘at a pound a week in New- 
castle-in-Tyne to the Governor- 
Generalship of the Lrish Free State.
